You will also, doubtless, 
hear something of the claims to a con- 
tinuance of your confidence existing on 
the part of our present wise, patriotic, 
statesmanlike, honest and heroic admin- 
istration of the general government.

In a moment a startling idea flasht'd 
through Stephen's braiu} what if a 
machine could bo devised which would 
carry people through tho air, bv moans 
of au inflated bag, just as this'inllated 
petticoat- Imd soared aloft? If such a- 
dovice could be made then tho French 
soldiers might bo carried safelv over the 
obstructing rampart at Gibraltar, and 
tho fortress would bo won! 


This is ono version of the story of 


how tho idea of tho balloon first enter- 
ed Stephen Montgoifier's head. An- 
other version is that it was not tho 
good dame's petticoat, but the paper 
cover of a conical sugar-loiif, wliieh, 
being thrown upon tho fire, became in- 
flntod nud soared up tho chimnuv. 
Whichever story is tho true one, it'is 
certain that it was an accident which 
turned tho thoughts of tho Montgolfter 
brothers in the direction of making an 
air machine which would enable people 
to travel in tho air as well as on land 
and sea. But no accident could have 
given such a hint to men of common in- 
tellect. Tho Montgolficr brothers were 
far above the ordinary French manu- 
facturer of their timo in education and 
intelligence. They were nrdontly fond 
of study, and while they did not neg- 
lect their calling of paper-making, 
they devoted their spare hours to the 
reading of books, and to talking with 
each other nbout what they had read. 
Happily the two brothers had con- 
genial tastes, and were devotedly at- 


ready, and on a midsummer's day a t 
rueudous crowd gathered on tho Chai 
de Mars, iu Paris, to see it ascend. Uf 
it went when loosened from its moor- 
ings, floating high above tho great city, 
nud,swcening eastward, nutilit fell tj 
the earth fifteen miles nwav. 


Thus fnr, however, though the' -Mout- 


golfiers had proved that n machine 
could bo made which would travel iu 
the air, no experiment had been made 
of carrying up human beings in it. At 
first the MontgoJfiers thought they 
would try the effect of an aerial voyage 
on some'of tho lower animals. AccorJ- 
maly they attached a small car or bas- 
ket to one of their balloons, nud placed 
hi it ft duck, a sheep, and a cock. 
Theso first travelers of the air went up, 
and after remaining several thousand 
feet above the earth, camo down all 
safe and sound. Then peoplo began to 
think that in like manner men might 
trust themselves to the upper element. 
At first, however, it was thought safest 
to try a balloon which was fastened to 
tho earth by ropes. In this way sev- 
eral men went up a hundred feet in a 
Montgolfier balloon. Then two men— 
the Marquis d'Arlandes and M. De 
Eozier—resolved that they would cut 
altogether loose from tho earth, and 
risk the perils of a voynge in the upper 
air. Stephen Montgolfier set to work 
upon a balloon for this purpose. When 
it was finished he decorated it with 
ribbons and

sorbed in it. Stephen, tho elder and 
more able of the two, devoted days and 
nights to the construction of such a 
machine. At first he inflated n p.iper 
bag with hydrogen, since hydrogen, 
being lighter than air, would rise above 
it. But the gas escaped from the pa- 
per bag, and it thus became evident 
that paper wns too light and frail a 
material for the purpose intended. 
The brothers next made a scries of ex- 
periments with electricity, in tho course 
of which they discovered that electric- 
ity lessened the weight of bodies. 
They made a rude balloon, and lit a 
fire under it, not only to rarefy the air, 
but also to supply a layer of electric 
fluid. This balloon was a large bag of 
silk, with a capacity of about forty 
cubic feet. As soon as it had been in- 
flated by the fire applied beneath it, it 
rose rapidly until it bumped against 
the ceiling. 


Stephen Montgolfier was now con- 


vinced that he had found a wny to make 
a balloon, and ho resolved to prove it 
publicly to tho world. Ho accordingly 
announced that on a certain June day 
in 1783 a balloon would be inflated and 
sent aloft in tho public square of An- 
nonay, tho town where ho lived. When 
the crowd of curious people renched tho 
square that morning, they were nston- 
ished to see a huge white paper hng, 
ono hundred feet in circumfc. 


Finally all was ready. 
The bnlloon 


•was inflated at Passy, a suburb of 
Paris.' A great multitude gathered to 
see tho ascent of the first human be- 
ings who had ever mounted in the air 
far above the earth, while in Paris 
crowds occupied tho towers of the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame nnd other 
elevated points. 


D'Arlandes and De Kozier took their 


places in the car, the word to cut loose 
was given, and up shot the balloon into 
the clouds which hung in the air. 
It 


ascended slowly and steadily to a 
height of three thousand feet, and then 
passed at an easy pace over the streets 
und houses of Paris. It completely 
crossed the city, and soon ascended to 
such a. height that the occupants of tho 
car could not see any of tho objects on 
tho earth below them. 
Thou D'Ar- 


landes became alarmed, and insisted 
on descending. 
As soon, therefore, as 


they Imd got clear of tho city, so that 
they would not fall on tho buildings, 
tho air was Buffered to gradually es- 
cape, and the balloon fell just outside 
Paris. 
A hundred years have pnssed, 


however, since tho memorable vovngo 
of D'Arlandes and Do Hoj-.ier in their 
Montfrolfier balloon, but although it'is 
very common for men to make balloon 
voyages, no way has as yet been dis- 
covered for guiding balloons and pro- 
pelling them against air currents, and 
so making them practically useful f( 
tho purposes 
of travel..— Ifiirjmr 
Young People.

continent. It Is an immense building, cov- 
ering hutf a block, with do valors and bath- 
rooms and all other modern improvements. 
The bath-room of the apartments we occu- 
pied was one of the most gorgeous affairs I 
ever saw. The walls were hung with crim- 
son.Tand tho windows were set in red glass, 
which imparted r. ruddy glow to tho body, 
while the tub was own more artistic, being 
cut out of ii solid block of marbto six feet 
by Tour in oval shape, with a swan in bronze 
sitting at either end. through whose bills 
the hot and cold water came. All tho apart- 
ments were luxuriously furnished, ami tho

places for sixty uamlk's, and whon they 
ivoro lighted tho ofTeot was superior to 
cither pas or electric liirht. 


In each room is im enormous slovo made 


of white porcelain in the shiipo of a tomb- 
stone, with an urn on tho top, exactly as it 
it had been transferred from some marble 
works or cemetery, and tho sensation of 
looking at it \'i tho moonlight would not be 
calculated to sootho the slumbers of a ner- 
vous man.

If u. parlor is wanted in addition to 
Iho bedroom, and it is usually necessary, as 
there is never n public parlor, tlio increase 
in tlio bill is about tho sumo us in New 
York. 
Evory imported article is expens- 


ive, as the customs dutios tiro high, espe- 
cially on wines and eigars, but Iho native 
wines of the Crimea are as good as those of 
France, especially tho red wines and cham- 
pagne. 


Tobacco and playing cards aro Govern- 
ment monopolies, and shops aro established 
in charge of rovonuo officials for thoir sale. 
The llnssiaiis are habitual gamblers, both 
ladies and gentlemen, and no party gathers 
for an evening without engaging in games 
of chance. There uro plenty of clubs, but 
they arc lilllo olso tlinn gambling houses, 
and are resorted to by all classes.

and Jlllcd with tempting products. Tho ro- 
titil shops uro almost exclusively In portalca 
or arcades, liko those of the Palais Ituyiilu or 
Hue de Itivoli of'l'uris. The principal shop- 
ping phicy for tho butter classes is called 
Uostiiinoi-Dvor, a colossal building, cover- 
ing an urea as groat us llin-o or four blocks 
in New York or other American cities, mid 
divided into small shops, twenty feet wide 
by about forty deep. 


The different trades are classified, which 


adds much to the ease and conveniiMUio ol 
the buyers.

You seu little silver in thy natural 
stiite. Spoons, knives, watches, chains, ar- 
ticles of personal adornment in evury possi- 
bly variety, plates, platters, cups, goblets, 
nil sorts of tnblewure r.ro made of silver imd 
then gilded to look liko gold, and gratify tho 
Itussiuu tasty for display. The solid silver 
dinner-service for tho Winter 1'alaco. which 
will serve y.OOO people, is gilded, and tho 
shops along the Nevaki Prospuet and other 
lino streets are blazing with the same sort 
of tit it IT. l>iit the iii'-roliuut must inform the 
customer of I he character of his wares. If 
ho sells gilded silver for gold ho goes to 
prison. 
The ladies of the country loud 


themselves with ornaments of gilded silver, 
bracelets, chains, brooches, pins, and every 
other form of decoration. Kvyn murblo »nd 
wood are gilded. Everything is for display.

The 
Siberian diamond will not hold thy light 
liko ono from JJrar.II or Iho Cape, but looks 
so much like them that It cuii scarcely ho 
distinguished unless placed in juxtaposi- 
tion, when Its lack of luster is shown. Em- 
eralds, rubies, topaxos, timiuoiscs. and simi- 
lar stones are loiind in Siberia in great 
quantities, ami are very brilliant when hew, 
but do not hold their luster, tmd reuuire 
constant polishing. 


The Thi.iv.V Market. 


Tho most interesting shops in Ilussia arc 


in what IH culled the thieves' market, where 
you may bo sure that everything yon HI:O is 
stolen property. There is'a law under which 
it moi'tthant in tho thieves' quarter is per- 
mitted to buy at his own risk from uny ono 
who comes to sell, anil after a certain time 
has been given tho owner and the police to 
recover his properly, he muy expose the ar- 
ticle for sale to iho public. Tho pawnshops 
are conducted by tho Government,andtheru 
all unredeemed pledges are sold at public 
unction after a year and a day havo expired, 
but tho purchaser is notullowed to examine 
the goods nor purchase what ho wills. All 
articles uro put up in tho order of their 
numbers, liko unclaimed .packages at an 
express office, and if one wants to bid on a 
particular article he mast Avail, until it is 
reached on tho list. In tho thieves* market, 
however. Ihore is no pawning. 
1C very thing 


is purchased outright or loft by the thief 
with tho merchant for sale on commission. 


Usually 11 thief who hits an article to sell 
is compelled to wait thirty days before ho 
receives his pay, and. in tho mean time, tho 
owner has tho right to recover by proving 
his property, thromrh the police, and paying 
tho merchant a fee for his services, but 
very shrewd means are taken by Hie .lows 
that invest this quarter to evade the re- 
covery of suc?i articles. Tho thieves with 
articles for sale uvo usually tho servants of 
tho higticr clauses, who pilfer their masters 
and mistresses of ornaments, 
clothing, 


china, l>oc,%-, and other articles which are 
net missed till long after tho limit of exemp- 
tion from recovery. In those shops tho 
brio-a-brae hunter can llnd a mine of curios 
and jewelry that can bo purchased very 
cheap. I lotmd china that had been stolon 
from tho Winter I'utaoo and other imperial 
residences, and was told that aflornn en- 
tertainment the Ihloves' quarter was always 
full ol it, iho waiters carrying it away under 
their couU. Wo know it was genuine by 
the marks and tho pattern, for \vo had been 
Ilirough tho china closets of the palace the 
day before. All sorts of clothing, hats, 
boots, shoos, shirts, cravats, drosses, skirts, 
stockings, and ovory conceivable article 
that enters inio tho use of men and wouiei 
can be purchased in Iho thieves' qunrtci 
and tho buyer need ask no question. Ai 
article exposed for sale Ihore that has not 
been stolon is as rare as an honest dealer.

Dr. A. S. Hammond says, in tlio 


Philadelphia Tinier, of imaginary hy- 
drophobia: 


"A case of simulated hydrophobia 


was that of a polic:iimui whom I saw a 
few years ago. The man wus then in 
tho Park Hospital, held down on tho 
bed by throe or four .stout men, in or- 
der to restrain him from violence and 
snapping like a dog at everybody who 
came in his way. At tho sight of water 
ho became intensely excited, foamed 
nt the mouth and went through a series 
of frightful contortions of tho limbs. 
Jiut when I took n glass of water in my 
hand and told him in u commanding 
voice, to drink immediately he swal- 
lowed the liquid without the slightest 
dilliculty. My tone and action had di- 
verted Ins mind from himself, and had 
set up :i train of thought ulfngethcr 
dill'erc.nt from that to which he hud 
previously bfou subject. Nervous seda- 
tives in large, ilos.-s were given lo him, 
and by the next d:iy all his symptoms 
had (lis:mpe:ireil. On inquiry it was 
ascertained that he Imd been bitten by 
a dog sovoral days ho tore, and that his 
comrades Imd frightened him by their 
questions and suggestions. Not a year 
passes that cases similar to the forego- 
ing are not reported in the newspapers. 
Tlio fitcfc is that real hydrophobia is a 
very rnre disease, eight eases only of it 
having come under my personal obser- 
vation during tho whole of niy profes- 
sional career, while the false, disease is 
very common."
